WINTERJHEAT 


Condition of the Crop in 


the United States. 


CHICAGO, Apiil 
6.—The daily 


trade bulletin publishes a summary of 
estimates by its correspondents on 
percentage of damage to winter wheat 
by the unseasonable weather of the 
past two mouths. The reports show 
East of Allegheny mountains and in 
Ohio and Michigan the -damage is 
slight, as the crop was fairly well 
protected by snow. In -Indiana, con 
siderablo damage; in southern Illinois 
the outlook is very unfavorable; in 
Missouri, considerable 
damage; in 


Kansas arid Texas, decidedly unfavor- 
able; in northern Kentucky, crop iu 
rather good condition, but in southern 
part of the state and in Tennessee the 
crop is damaged; in Iowa, crop fairly 
good; iu Nebraska, the outlook is de- 
cidedly discouraging; in Wisconsin, 
damage rather serious; in California, 
prospects excellent. Tho summary of 
the report indicates that the average 
condition in tho United States will 
not exceed 75, with a total of 355,300,- 
000 bushels, or 20,000,000 less than last 
year. The seeding of spring wheat is 
decidoclly 
backward in 
Nebraska, 


Iowa, Minnesota, South Dakota,North 
Dakota and in tho Hooky mountain 
districts.

How Affairs Ate Administered fcy »&• 


rn{t«<! State* Im That 


Iiland. 


This very satisifactory condition of 


affairs ia much to be wondered 
at 


when one considers that a short three 
months ago the attitude of the Cubans 
toward th« United States authorities 
was that of being little short of sullen 
discontent. The feelings of the lead- 
ing Cuban generals nad been hurt bj 
various acts showing want of tact on 
the part of leading United States offi- 
cers, beginning with the tone assumed 
by Gen. Shafter toward Calisto Gar- 
cia after the capture of Santiago. The 
United States military commission f 01 
the evacuation of Cuba did absolutely 
nothing to rectify the mistakes al- 
ready made; rather, they acted in the 
same spirit, and still further helped 
to alienate Cuban sympathy and con 
fldencc in the good faith of the authori 
ties in Washington. I can see only one 
explanation of the change of front in 
the Cubans and their conversion from 
an attitude of sullen hostility into on« 
of sincere belief in the honest inten- 
tions of the United States administra- 
tion and a strong desire to support 
atiy measures'that may be put forward 
for the government of Cuba during the 
milita,rf occupation by the 
United

ply the admirable work and the tact
